PRESIDENTIAL DEADLOCK POSSIBLE. 


The Ardmoreite carries a story by a political writer at 
Washington calling attention to the bare possibility of a 
deadlock in the election of the next president and vice-presi­ 
dent. 
He points out that a third party might develop suffi­ 
cient strength to prevent either of the old parties from getting 
a majority of the electoral votes in which case the election 
of president would be thrown into the house and that of vice­ 
president into the senate. 
Under the constitution the house must vote by states, 
each state getting one vote, and the balloting is confined to 
the three high men in the race. 
Iii such event the Republi­ 
cans have a majority in the delegations of 23 states, or two 
states less ihan a clear majority. 
The Democrats control 19 
states while six are tied. 
This state of affairs might lead lo 
some complications, the writer points out, because several 
of the states listed as Republican are controlled by the in­ 
surgents and no one could safely predict how they might vote. 
The correspondent is apparently a trifle rusty in his in­ 
formation on the election of a vice-president, since he speaks 
of the possibility of a deadlock in the senate in case the 
election is thrown into that body. 
Such a thing is impossible 
for the simple reason that the senate is limited to voting on 
the two high men, hence the first ballot would settle it. 
The 
insurgent Republicans would be squarely confronted with 
the choice of the regular candidate and the Democratic nomi­ 
nee and would have no chance to tie up the electron. 
Only once in the history of the United States has the 
senate elected the vice-president at that time R. M. Johnson 
of Kentucky was the choice.
